There are ((ossibly a hun -j 
tired varieties of wheat grown In the 
Cnited States, ranging considerably in 
hardness and gluten content, 
lf it 
should be decided that a Hour made 
from a m ixture of spring w heat and 
Kansas hard would bo a blind, or that 
a hard aud soft red would be a blend, 
or that a white and blend would be a 
blend, or th at a durum wheat and a 
siding w heat would be a blend, It 
would load to hopeless confusion. 
Minnesota aud the Dakotas have eev-1 
eral varieties of wheat which con st I- J 
tate a certain grade and are regularly! 
m anufactured into Hour and it w ould. 
In* preposterous to call this a blend. 
Again, Kansas* grows hard Turkey J 
(wheat, soft red, spring wheat and ye!-j 
I low berry, and these are bound Us be- 
ieome more or lees mixed in tho ole* 
I vutors and all kinds of blends would be 
the re su lt 
W heat grown in Okla­ 
homa differs from that grown In Kan­ 
sas; Illinois has something of a dis­ 
tinctive wheat and so has Michigan. 
Furtherm ore, at every nmcting of a 
State M illets’ association, you will 
invariably hear that the w heat grown 
in that particular state is the best 
grown in the Union. We do not know 
of a single white that dot** not claim 
to grow the best wheat.
